Through The 
Study Window 


By REV. C. C. ARMSTRONG 


The month of March has a spe- 
cial place in the Christian calendar, 
for it is the month which marks the 
spring equinox, and consequently 
the date of Easter. I thought that 
I had some smattering of knowl- 
edge about equinox, until I read 
that there are actually two of 
these, a true equinox and a mean 
equinox and that “The true equin- 
OX moves around the mean equin- 
Ox in a period equal to that of the 
moon's nodes.” At that time I de- 
cided it was time to take time out 
for coffee, and recover from the 
effects of this discovery. 

Well, anyway, Easter is the first 
Sunday after the first full moon 
after “the equinox,” and thus the 
greatest of all Christian festivals is 
dated by the fluctuations of the 
moon, and may come anytime be- 
tween March 23rd and April 25th. 
Fashion designers, more conscious 
of the fluctuations of style than of 
the changes of the moon, find this 
a very awkward situation. Should 
Easter bonnets be made of solid 


fur or some new-fangled type of| — 


stuff that only a woman would 
wear — and only in mild weather. 
This commercialization of Easter 
has led Chambers of Commerce to 
take steps to set a fixed date. No 
less a body than the International 
Congress of Chambers of Com- 
merce, meeting in Rome in 1923, 
addressed a resolution to the Holy 
See, hoping to fix a date for 
Easter. Not long afterwards the 
matterwas referred to the League 
of Nations, who passed the buck, 
quite properly, back to the church 
leaders, or at least a portion of

Your favorite steak may cost you 
more in the spring. And Canadians 
may be eating more pork than they 
are right now.

Improving pastures by the use of 
chemical aids: Most native pastures 
and some of our range land are 
little better than exercising ground 
for grazing animals. Close and) 
heavy pasturing will greatly reduce 
the stand of native grasses ,result- 
ing in weeds, shrubs and woody | 
growth of many kinds taking over. | 

Most discouraging is the general | 
apathy and indifference of owners. 
As far as field crops go they may 
be excellent farmers, but little in- 
terested in pasture land. With the 
coming of 2,4-D and 2,4,5-T, farm- 
ers have a cheap and very effective 
means of improving infested graz- 
ing land. 

Buckbrush or Western Snowberry 
is probably the most widespread 
and greatest offender of grazing 
land, especially in the open prairie | 
regions. Willows, poplar, hazel, 
saskatoon as well as pasture weeds 
Will also bow to these chemicals 

The recommended treatment is to 
use the ester of 2,4-D at 1 to 1%) 
Ibs. per acre in 10 to 20 gallons of 
water per acre. Application should 
be made some time before the end 
of June. 


Thorough and complete applica- 
tion is most important. The boom 
sprayer is not as suitable on rough 
ground as the turbine or blast-type 
machine or the boomless sprayers 
that use a single nozzle or cluster 
of nozzles. 

Where rosebush, raspberries or 
members of the currant family, all 
of which are resistant to 2,4-D, are 
present, the addition of one part of 
2.4,5-T to 2 parts of 2,4-D is neces- 
sary. If you desire, such a mixture 
can be purchased as one of the 
brush-Killers. Eliminating woody 
growth from pastures and range 
land will pay excellent dividends in 
additional milk and meat.

WHEAT SHIPPING COSTS 

Export wheat Vancouver is priced 
at about 2 cents below the Fort 
William price even with the cut of 
7 cents a bushel in the latter 
figure. 

Prior to the reduction in the Fort 
William price there was a spread of 
about 9 cents in favor of Vancou- 
ver. That was due to a relatively 
cheapness of transporting wheat 
from Vancouver to Europe as com- 
pared with the eastern route. 

It then cost from 30 to 31 cents 
to transport a bushel of wheat from 
Vancouver to the United Kingdom. 
The cost from Fort William was 
from 39 cents to 40 cents, mainly 
due to the high cost of the rail 
haul eastward from Fort William.
